AVERAGE IN 
PLANTS HITS HIGH 


WASHINGTON, July 19—'The bu­ 
reau of Labor Statistics reported to­ 
day th a t average pay in m anufac­ 
turing h it a rcord high of $1.22 an 
hour for a 40-hour week in June. 
At th e same time Bureau Director 
Ewan Clague said rising food prices 
and ren ts in the next few m onths 
may send the cast of living past 
tile record level of m id-M arch 
Clague said 
the 
m anufacturing 
wage scale in June began to reflect 
the wage hikes of IO to 15 cents an 
hour in basic industries last spring. 
It w as up a nickel an hour 
over 
February. 
•R eal 
wages’ 
average earnings 
weighted against consumer prices 
—were up 29 per cent from August, 
1939, Clague said. 
Tile 
weighted 
earnings were 129.5 per cent of the 
1939 level, while the actual average; 
weekly earnings were 205.8 per cent 
above th e pre-w ar period. 
T here are approxim ately 15.4 mil­ 
lion persons employed in m anufac­ 
turing jobs, Clague reported. 
T he BLS director predicted that 
the record total of 60,000.000 jobs of 
all kinds reported bv the Census bu­ 
reau last week probably will con­ 
tinue through Septem ber at least.

WASHINGTON, July 19— A house 
arm ed services subcom m ittee today 
approved a universal m ilitary tra in ­ 
ing bill following closely the 
plan 
advocated 
by President T ru m an s 
special commission. 
Tile com m ittee is headed by Rep 
Towe (R -N Ji. Its action is subject 
to review by the full arm ed services 
com m ittee a t a m eeting next T ues­ 
day. 
Subcom mittee m em bers reto rted 
th e vote as seven for th e bill, one 
against it, one not voting and one 
absent. 
Tile rull 33-member com m ittee re ­ 
portedly Is top-heavy 
in favor of 
the bill, although house R epublican 
leaders said it will not be acted on 
by this session of congress 
Six M onths Basic T raining 
The bill approved by the subcom ­ 
m ittee calLs for six m onths of basic 
training for qualified m ale youths 
between their 18th and 20th b irth ­ 
days, followed by six 
m onths 
oi 
m em bership in an ROTO, N ational 
G uard, or other Reserve component. 
A youth would be allowed to have 
his induction deferred u ntil he be­ 
comes 
20 
or completes his high 
school education 
The bill provides for dependency 
allowances of $50 m onthly for one 
dependent and $65 for two or more. 
Tile training program would be 
adm inistered 
by 
a 
three-m em ber 
commission s p lin te d by the presi­ 
dent. 
T rainees 
would 
receive 
$30 
m onthly during their basic training 
i period, regardless of their depend­ 
ency situation. 
They would wear 
uniform s bearing a distinctive in ­ 
signia and would not be' subject to 
military’ service except In cases of 
national emergency. 
The Army, the Navy and president 
T rum an have advocated the legisla­ 
tion as necessary for national se­ 
curity. V eterans’ groups also have 
supported it, b ut 
churchm en, tdu- 
cators and labor groups generally 
have fought it. 
A nine-m em ber civilian commis­ 
sion named by Mr. T rum an recent­ 
ly recommended in a 
voluminous 
study the compulsory training of up 
to 950.000 American youths a year 
as an “urgent m ilitary necessity."

FALLS SHORT 
TO LICK VETO 


Minikin, Republican Floor 
Manager of Bill, Flays 
Democratic Action
